Boston, Mass., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—The 
American Library Association, which has been 
combining business and pleasure among the 
White Mountains a week or. two, concluded 
its gathering with a dinner at the Parker 
House tonight. When the flowof compli- 
ments and pleasantries was at its height 
Mr. William L. Poole of Chicago was 
called on for a speech.

„ made to the rolling-stock 
and — | equipment. It shows the 
8 dividend account has been 
increased, It states that the physical condi- 
tion of the property is much betterthan it 
Was @ year ago, much new rail has been laid, 
better depots have been built, and the earning 
power and usefulness of the property generally 
improved. 

A Call to Issue New Stock. 

The report will ask the stockholders to vote 
to issue $5,000,000 new stock. The p 
of this stock are wanted to make permanent 
ee in the road and for new equip- 
ment. 

Special stress is laid on the policy of im- 
proving the road and increasing its earning 
power tothe fullest extent. This policy is 
illustrated in the purchase this year of 20,000 
tons of seventy-five pound steel rails for re- 
newals. In recent years the purchases for this 
purpose have ranged from 7,000 to 8,000 tons. 

The report further shows the gross earnings 
of the whole road were $16,726,000, against 
$15,021,000 the previous year. Operating ex- 
penses increased to $11,447,000 from $9,613,- 
000 for the previous year. Net earnings were 
$5,279,000, against $5,407,000 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1889. 

The Cedar Falls and Minnesota branch 
shows gross earnings of $108,000, against 
$109,000 for the previous year, operating ex- 


penses of $167,000, against $130,000 for the 


year before, and a deficit of $58,000, against a 
deficit of $21,000 for 1889. 

The Dubuque and Sioux City line earned 
$2,195,000, against $2,009,000 last year. The 
operating expenses increased to $1,700,000 
from $1,584,000, and the net earnings increased 
to $495,000 from $425,000. 

This is the first annual report with the fiscal 
year ending June 30, In 1889 the fiscal year 
was changed to June 30, because the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission and the various 
State railroad commissions required an an- 
nual report for the twelve months endingJune 


30. The first report under the new order was 


for the half year ending June 30, 1889, and this 
report is the first one for a full year ending 
June 30, 
Construction of the Cairo Bridge. 
By far the most important construction of 


the year was the Cairo bridge. The cost of 


the bridge was nearly $3,000,000, The expense 
of this improvement was charged to the Chica- 
go, St. Louis and New Orleans railroad, That 
company has issued bonds on account of this 
bridge to the amount of $2,594,000. None of 
these bonds have yet been sold, but are held in 
the treasury of the Illinois Central company. 
The cost of the bridge has been actually met 
from the Illinois Central construction ac- 
count. 

The only other important construction is the 
Chicago entrance of the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern. All of this construction has been 
carried on without the balance sheet of the 
company showing any material increase in the 
amount of bonds outstanding. 

The company proposes during the ensuing 
year to go much further with its policy of im- 
proving the property. The directors wish to 


make large additions to the rolling stock and

BIRCHALL INDICTED FOR MURDER. 


The Trial to Begin Monday—The Prisoner 
Appears Confident. 

Woopsrocx, Ont., Sept. 19.—[Special.]— 
Today the grand jury returned a true bill 
against Birchall for the murder of Benwell in 
Blenheim swamp last February. The court’s 
other business was practically completed to- 
night and Judge and lawyers are all ready to 
go on with the case Monday morning. 

Birchall maintains his phenomenal nerve 
though the day of his trial is so near at hand. 
His wife, however, grows more nervous daily, 
and Wednesday night she retired feeling per- 
haps more despondent than ever. She had a 
strange presentiment that unless she saw her 
husband that night she would never see him 
again alive. She at once got up and dressing 
herself went to the goal, where, after many 
pleadings, she was permitted to see her hus- 
band.

Birchall, from the beginning of his inearcera- 
tion, has been attended by the Rev. Wade, an 
English Church rector here, who, when spoken 
to, gave the prisoner a good character as far 
as he knew ‘him, being well behaved and ever 
devout. 

Detective Murray, who has worked up the 
case against Birchall, is evidently keeping 
some facts quiet. It is believed that he has 
evidence which will make the proof of 
Birchall’s guilt crushing and complete.

Eight Seamen Blown Overboard and Others 
Injured by a Terrific Hurricane, 
Boston, Mass., Sept. 19.—The ship Chal- 
lenger of Bath put in here in distress today. 
It had nothing but its fore and main lower 
masts, with fore and main yards, standing. 
Capt. Thompson reports that he experienced 
adverse winds nearly the whole time after 
leaving West Hartlepool until the hurricane of 


Aug. 31. Eight men were lost overboard and 


four injured, 

During the threatening weather just pre- 
ceding the hurricane he had shortened most 
of the sails, and when the wind struck the 
ship all hands were aloft hauling in the others. 
The men were either thrown into the sea or 
landed on portions of the wreckage, a few 
falling tothe deck injured. The following 
were cast overboard and lost: George Brugn 
of Copenhagen, Thomas Gaul of Australia, 
Con, Foresberg of Sweden, O. Oleson of 
Sweden, C. H. Ludwig of Germany, Charles 
Fleming of Richmond, Va., Ole Olsen of Nor- 
way, and a seaman named Winvern of Ger- 
many. : 

At 5 p. m. the wind blew 100 miles an hour 
and the furled sails were blown out of the 
gaskets, and by 6:45 p. m. the mizzenmast 
had gone; everything on deck was smashed or 
carried away and the ship left at the mercy of 
the waves.

ONLY THREE WERE REJECTED, 


Naturalization Papers Taken Out by 113 
Foreigners, Mostly Swedes. 

In strong contrast with the laxity in the 
matter of naturalizing citizens displayed by 
Judge Altgeld was the course of Judge Tuthill 
last night. Each man and his sponsor were 
carefully examined—no man appeared as 
spohsor for more than three candidates—and 
no man was granted final papers who had 
lost his first paper who could not bring legal 
proof of the fact that the first paper had been 
issued. 

The Judge examined into the claims of 113 
men who wanted to become citizens. Of this 
number two were Norwegians, three Germans, 
and the rest Swedes. All but three stood the 
test, though the examination in each case was 
thorough. In the whole lot there was not one 
who had taken out first papers iu some State, 
the name of which he could not remem- 
ber, or at some time he did not 
recollect exactly when, and had subsequently 
lost the declaration of his intention. |

COL. DAVIS ELECTED DIRECTOR-GEN- 


ERAL. 

The National Commission asked the World's 
Fair Directors to recommend a man for Di- 
rector-General, Thursday night they selected 
Col. George R. Davis. Yesterday morning 
the Executive Committee of the National 
Commission recommended concurfence. An 
informal ballot showed 50 votes for Davis to 
82 for Gen. Hastings of Pennsylvania and 10 
scattering. Thereupon the, unanimous vote 
of the commission was cast for the Chicagoan. 

This is a high compliment to Col. Davis. 
The natural feeling of the members of the 
commission was to choose an outside man, so 
that there might be no danger that the Di- 
rector-General would be committed to or 
biased by local interests of Be inclined to 
look on the Exposition as a civic rather than 
a National undertaking. Nothing but their 
high estimate of the qualifications of Col. 
Davis could have overcome that reasonable 
feeling against the choice of a Chicagoan. 
The position is one which calls for executive 
ability of the highest order. It gives to a 
competent man one of those opportunities so 
rarely offered, of making a world-wide repu- 
tation and subsequently his own fortune. For 


| asuccessful Director-General can command 


his own price in the business market, Col. 
Davis showed during the war that he was the 
possessor of great executive ability, that he 
was ableto think quickly and decide accu- 
rately. His energy of character has always 
been conspicuous during his twenty-two years’ 
residence in this eity. During the Fair cam- 
paign before Congress he showed his skill. 
He did his work effectively and without fric- 
tion. There is reason for believing that 
he will be equally successful in the high posi- 
tion to whichtwo organizations, each com- 
posed of men of clear judgment, have called 
him. He is in the prime of life and sound 
health. He is full of courage and work and 
his friends have high hopes that he will fill the 
bill. >

In his remarks at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Commission day before yesterday, ex- 
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the same when read to him or give a reasona- 
ble interpretation thereof.“ This is the ma- 
chinery with which the ruling caste of Missis- 
sippi proposes to disfranchise the majority of 
the voters of that State, and it is admirably. 
calculated to effect that result. 

Under the operation of the first provision 
all blacks'-who do not pay the poll-tax will 
be shut out. It will be observed that the time 
limit of this tax is not stated. Is it an annual 
tax or is it a tax provided for each election? 
It is probable that there is a local election in 
that State every year. Suppose that the col- 
ored men do not care to vote at the local elec- 
tions and reserve their votes for the Presiden- 
tial election. It is utterly useless for them to 
vote in local elections, as experience amply 
has demonstrated. In that case they must 
pay $8 for the privilege of voting! How many 
of them can afford to do this? It has been 
found in places in the North, where a 
tax ofthis kind has been levied, that it is 
tantamount to a disfranchisement of the 
poorer classes, and yet it is easier for a laborer 
in the North to earn $5 than it is for a negro 
in the cotton fields to earn $2. If the poor 
vote under such circumstances the rich must 
pay their tax. In Mississippi the rich Dem- 
ocrats would pay the tax for the poor whites, 
but who would pay the tax for the blacks? 

The second condition is infinitely worse 
than the first. If any considerable number of 
negroes could raise the poll-tax, even then 
they would find themselves barred out by the 
educational qualification, It has been devised 
with diabolical cunning. One of the promi- 
nent members of the convention in a recent in- 
terview frankly said: The incorporation of 
the educational qualifying clause in the new 
Constitution was, I admit, for the main pur- 
pose of disfranchising the great majority of 
the blacks. By it about 120,000 negroes will 
be debarred from voting, and between 20,000 
and 25,000 whites.” He has stated the pur- 
pose honestly enough, but he has understated 
its operation. Observe the manner in which 
the provisionis drawn. The voter must be able 
to read the Constitution, or he must be able 
to understand it and give a satisfactory 
interpretation of it when ad to him. Satis- 
factory to whom? To the white judges of 
the election. How easy it will be for these 
white judges to decide that the negro does not 
understand it, even if he can read it, and how 
equally easy it will be for them to decide that 
the white voter who cannot read it has ex- 
plained it satisfactorily when it is read to 
him? There can be no appeal from the de- 
cision of these judges and there can be no 
doubt of the meaning of this transparent 
trick. It has been devised expressly to enable 
the election boards to throw out black voters 
who cannot read as well as those who can 


read, and let in white voters who cannot read 


upon the plea thas they understood the Con- 
stitution when it was read to them. And 
these are the constitutional methods devised by 
the white Democrats of Mississippi to retain 
control of the State, keep their full Congres- 
sional representation and double representa. 
tion in the Electoral College! What a precious 
row Democrats in the North would kick up if 
Republicans disfranchised them by wholesale 
in this cowardly, despicable manner! 


AN ANCIENT CHESTNUT. 

Maj. McKinley made a speech in Maine 
during the recent campaign in that State and 
said among other things: 

Eighteen or twenty years ago the Republican 
party put a duty (and I use this only for illustra- 
tion) of $28 a ton on steel rails. Steel rails from 
England were selling then at $100 per ton. The 
ad valorem equivalent of that is 28 per cent. We 
put on the duty and in less than five years the 
price of steel rails had gone down to $56 a ton. 

Our readers will recognize this as a chest- 
nut, hoary with age, and bald from onerous 


service to disingenuous men, Apparently it 


has still strength left to travel round, though 


it should have been retired long ago as having 
done its full measure of deceptive service. 
The simple fact of the matter is, the price of 
steel rails was not reduced by the tariff, but 
by an Englishman whose name was Bedsemer, 
and who was subsequently knighted in ac- 
knowledgment of the benefit his discovery 

in steel-making had conferred on the world at 

large. He found outa method for making 
steel at a vastly less cost than previously, and 
the consequence was an immense increase in 
its manufacture, which has been woven about the 
earth ina network of rails and revolution- 
izedSthe business of transportation. Our 
tariff laws levied a heavy duty on imported 

steel made by the old processes. It was $28 a 
ton. Steel was then selling in England for 
some $70 per ton and in this country for about 
8100. The Bessemer process knocked down 
the cost in England one-half or more; but the 
$28 per ton duty was retained in this country. 
This in a short time attracted vast amounts 

of home capital into the steel-making busi- 
ness, that put up about a dozen big plants in 
different parts of the country, their product 
selling at an immense profit on the actual cost 
of manufacture. Some of those who, like 

Carnegie, entered the field early, under favor- 
able conditions, quickly made immense fort- 
unes out of it. In 1883 the duty was reduced

THE UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO. 

The second munificent gift made to the 
trustees of the University of Chicago by John 
D. Rockefeller places that institution upon a 
firm and enduring basis. To his former gift 
of $600,000 Mr. Rockefeller now has added 
$1,000,000 more. Of this amount $100,000 is to 
be devoted to the construction of buildings for 
the divinity school, the income of $100,000 for 
theological instruction, and the income of 
$800,000 for non-professional graduate instruc- 
tion and fellowships. In addition to these 
gifts are to be added the land donated as asite 
for the university by Mr. Marshall Field, 
valued at $100,000, and the outside subscrip- 
tions and other property purchased, all of 
which will aggregate the magnificent endow- 
ment of about $2,600,000. 

With this splendid financial outfit the Uni- 
versity of Chicago will begin its history. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s gift has given fresh impulse to 
the movement, and the walls of the stately 
college soon will begin to rise in all their fair 
proportions. It is proposed to dedicate the 
university in October, 1892, which will be an- 
other event of widespread interest added to 
the attractions of the World’s Fair. The trus- 
tees also have elected as their President Prof. 
Harper of Yale College, who already has 
made a worldwide reputation as a lin- 
guist. He is young, active, ambitious, and 
just the man to take the helm of the new 
university. Itisto be hoped he will acce 
the place. The details of the organization 
will keep even pace with the work of construc- 
tion, so that when the university is dedicated, 
two years hence, it will not be merely an 
empty building waiting for its equipment but 
a university with its students, its faculty, its 
curriculum, its library, and all its depart- 
ments in working order. 

Thus another great educational institution 
has been added to Chicago to demonstrate to 
the world its growth “in sweetness and 
light” and in the things which make for 
mental, moral, ana spiritual progress, as well 
as in industrial and material development 
and in the things which make for financial 
enrichment. With an Art Institute con- 
stantly growing in the variety and richness of 
its collections by the generosity of its mem- 
bers, our Public Library, the splendid New- 
berry Library, which now is as well known in 
Europe as it is in this country, and the John 
Crerar library, which soon will be organized, 
this great university, with its ample endow- 
ment, and the smaller institutions of learning, 
art, and music, Chicago will take a leading 
place as an educational center of the coun- 
try. Forthis advancement large credit is due 
to Mr. Rockefeller, His muniflcent gift 
refutes the old adage that corporations have no 
souls. A soul has been found even in the 
Standard Oil octopus. .. 

Congressman Walker of Massachusetts, who 
is interested in a cordage and twine mill, is 
reported to have said: “This business of 
making a tariff bill ought to be left entirely in 
the hands of the manufacturers, who know 
what is wanted [what they want] and what is 
not [what they do hot want]. “There is no 
doubt that the mill bosses think that way-and 
believe it would bea great saving of time if 
they could fix up what they want at a private 
meeting of fat-fryers and have it put in force 
at once without speeches and vexatious de- 
lays. The present method is certainly slower. 
The mill bosses have to electa number of 
Congressmen from the Eastern States who 
will vote them whatever they want. Then the 
bosses or their agents have to honey-fugle a 
number of Western Congressmen who were 
elected to reduce duties and persuade them 
that it will be better for their constituents to 
increase the duties and make the necessaries 
of life cost them more. 

This method takes considerable time, but it 
has the advantage from the mill-boss point of 
view of blinding a number of people to the 
truth. Congressman Walker’s plan, while it 
would lead tothe same high duties, would con- 
vince every consumer that higher duties were 
not for his benefit but that of the bosses. There- 
fore if the latter are wise they will let things 
run in the old fashion, keep in the background 
as much as possible, and leave it to the East- 
ern Congressmen they elect and the Western 
ones they befool to do their work for them 
while their newspaper organs East and West 
lift up their voices in chorus, and tell the con- 
sumers how wonderfully they will be bene- 
fited by paying more for all they buy, even 
though they do not get a cent more for al! 
they sell.

The arrests were made to check the progress 
of the new no-rent movement in Ireland. Mr.

HISTORICAL BOSH. 

The New York Herald has been making an 
historical comparison which does not com- 
pare. It goes back into French history to find 
the prototypes of President Harrison and 
Speaker Reed, and it finds them in Roland 
and Robespierre. It thinks the country re- 
spects Harrison as France respected Roland, 
admires the really true manly points in his 
character, and feels safe under his rule.“ The 
Indianapolis convention cheered for Reed. 
„The cheers,” says the Herald, wers for 
aggression, and there have been no cheers 
more ominous in the history of any Republic 
since when, a hundred years ago, Robespierre 
stood at the head of the mountain, and 
amid the shouts of the Jacobins sent Mme. 
Roland to the scaffold and devoted France to 
the guillotine and war.“ | 

Such is the Herald’s historical comparison, 
and it is such bosh as this that it presents to 
readers who are presumed to be intelligent. 
Robespierre was one of the bloodiest monsters 
of modern times, He killed for the love of 
killing. He decapitated by thousands 
those who differed with him politichlly. He 
slaughtered opponents belonging to different 
factions of his own party. He was a human 
tiger, killing everything that stood in his way, 
until finally his gory excesses led to his own de- 
capitation. What has Speaker Reed done that 
he should be compared to Robespierre? He 
counts a quorum when he sees it. He refuses 
to falsify the record and make it state that no 
quorum is present when there is a quorum 
present. No one has yet shown that there 
was not a quorum present when he has an- 
nounced one. Democrats. may refuse to 
answer, but they are present all the same. If 
they don’t answer and are present they are 
put down, and thus the record tells the truth. 
What harm is there in this? Wherein has 
Speaker Reed been aught buta public bene- 
factor in devising legitimate methods for the 
transaction of the publie business as against 
minority obstructionists? What has all this to 
do with Robespierre? 

The Herald's attempt at an historical paral- 
lel is ridiculous. If it had compared Speaker 
Reed to Jackson or Gen. Grant it would 
have been sensible, These men had the 
nerve to do what they thought was right, 
and had either one of them been Speaker 
he would have counted a quorum when 
there was a quorum present. They would 
have gone by the facts as Speaker Reed did.
